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A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  116th  catalog) 

After  an  all-night  trip  on  the  train,  we  arrived  in  Stockholm  at 
eight  in  the  morning,  and  found  comfortable  accommodations  in  the 
Hotel  Excelsior.  Before  going  out  on  a coin  hunt,  of  course,  we  had 
to  get  a bit  acquainted  with  the  city.  So  we  visited  the  fine  and 
stately  Royal  Palace  and  tombs  of  kings,  and  went  about  for  a gen- 
eral view  of  the  city  and  its  magnificent  situation.  It  is  known  as 
“The  Venice  of  the  North’’  and  I think  it  is  the  finest  city  of  Europe, 
a wonderful  environment  in  which  to  live.  The  city  is  nicely  plan- 
ned, with  fine  buildings  and  streets,  and  many  waterways.  Ideal 
vacation  land  can  be  reached  in  but  an  hour  or  two  by  residents 
who  after  a week’s  hard  work,  they  can  get  away  quickly  from  the 
office,  and  enjoy  sail-boating,  swimming,  and  fishing  or  camping. 
Other  playgrounds  are  near  at  hand,  in  beautiful  surroundings.  It 
is  one  of  the  cleanest  cities  in  the  world. 

We  could  wait  no  longer  for  a good  coin-hunt,  so  a visit  to  many 
shops  and  a check-up  of  clues  loaded  us  down  with  coins  and  un- 
loaded our  pocketbooks.  As  there  was  considerable  tonnage  of 
heavy  Swedish  plate  money,  these  were  shipped  direct  to  the  home 
office,  as  usual  with  my  purchases.  There  is  always  a grand  feeling 
over  the  new  acquisition  of  fine  things  in  numismatics,  so  we  were 
feeling  extra  good.  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  we  visited  the 
Tegnere  and  ordered  a waitress  to  bring  forth  whatever  they 
thought  a couple  of  good  Americans  had  ought  to  have  for  a good 
meal.  The  results  were  definitely  pleasing,  though  we  did  not  quite 
dispose  of  the  sixty-eight  dishes  and  items  brought  us  from  the  menu, 
we  certainly  made  a fine  showing,  and  gave  a first-class  account  of 
ourselves.  Yes,  the  Swedish  are  good  cooks. 

We  visited  several  magnificent  palaces  and  castles,  including 
old  Gripsholm,  which  is  a three  and  one-half  hours’  boat  ride  from 
Stockholm.  Here  are  hundreds  of  fine  old  art  portraits  of  the  Royal 
family,  and  it  was  the  king’s  retreat  in  time  of  danger.  Surrounded 
by  water  and  a moat,  with  walls  thirteen  feet  thick,  it  seemed  safe 
enough  in  those  days,  no  doubt. 

The  government  coin  cabinets  are  housed  in  the  National  Gal- 
leries and  Museum.  You  see  interesting  groups  of  coin  finds  made 
in  Sweden,  chiefly  Mohammedan  and  ancient  Roman.  It  is  correct 
to  assume  that  it  houses  the  world’s  finest  collection  of  Swedish 
coins,  and  the  collection  is  over  half  Swedish.  Many  unique  pieces 
are  seen  here  and  they  have  one  of  the  world’s  best  collections  of 
medals  and  decorations.
